PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION  left  by  James  Winship  at  the  Office 
the  Commissioners  of  Patents,  with  his  Petition,  on  the  27th  July

I,  James  Winship,  of  the  City  of  York,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature 
5  of  the  said  Invention  for  “  Improvements  in  the  Preparation  and  Application 
of  Medicaments  for  Internal  and  External  Use,”  to  be  as  follows  : — 

The  Invention  consists  principally  in  the  impregnation,  saturation,  or 
coating  of  paper,  woven  or  felted  fabric  (or  other  similar  vegetable  or 
animal  substance  which  is  inert  in  a  medical  sense)  with  the  mediea- 
10  ments  to  be  administered,  and  in  stamping,  printing,  or  otherwise 
marking  thereon  the  name,  strength,  and  quantities  of  the  drug  or 
medicament  with  which  it  has  been  saturated  or  otherwise  prepared, 
and  in  ruling,  perforating,  or  marking  thereon  by  lines  or  otherwise  the 
means  whereby  such  medicated  paper  or  other  material  may  be  divided 
15  into  specified  or  definite  quantities  or  doses. 

And  further  this  Invention  consists  in  binding  or  making  up  the  said 
medicated  paper  or  other  material  into  books,  or  rolling  the  same  into 
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spills,  or  cutting  it  into  discs,  lozenges,  or  other  convenient  form 
accompanied  by  the  necessary  directions  or  information  to  enable  any 
person  to  take  or  administer  the  desired  dose  without  any  weighing  or 
measuring  being  required. 

The  medicated  paper  or  other  material  may  he  used  internally  by  5 
tearing  or  cutting  off  the  marked  quantity  and  rolling  up  and  swallowing 
the  same  in  the  form  of  a  pill,  or  it  may  be  soaked  in  hot  or  cold  water 
and  the  solution  drank.  For  external  use  it  is  soaked  in  hot  or  cold 
water  and  the  solution  used  as  a  lotion  or  fomentation. 

The  great  advantages  of  this  system  of  preparing  and  administering  10 
drugs  or  medicaments  are  its  great  convenience  and  portability,  and  its 
non-liability  to  mistake  or  accident,  as  each  piece  of  medicated  paper 
or  other  material  is  marked  with  the  name  of  the  drug  or  medicament 
of  which  it  is  made,  the  vehicle  and  also  with  the  strength  of  the  same, 
and  the  means  of  dividing  it  into  certain  definite  quantities  or  doses.  15 

This  system  is  applicable  to  the  allopathic  or  homoeopathic  methods 
of  practise,  and  also  to  veterinary  use.  It  is  evident,  however,  that  it 
cannot  be  applied  to  such  drugs  or  medicaments  as  depend  for  their 
efficacy  on  any  ethereal  or  spirituous  principle,  and  in  some  instances 
it  would  require  to  be  coated  with  gelatine  or  other  similar  substance  to  20 
prevent  it  from  becoming  inert. 
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
